The Board of Publications 
(BOP), yesterday morning, named 
Bruce Dravis, sometimes knownas 
Claude C. Dunkenfield, as the new 
editor-in-chief of the Hornet pen-

The main thrust of his, the 
shortest, resume/application was 
that he wanted toestablish or bring 
back some student activism to the 
campus by mildly “radicalizing™ 
the Hornet, “take some stands on 
controversial issues and encourage 
correspondence and opposing 
views.” 


New Bus Stop, But No Money Nor Shelter 


“As one of the dedicated who 
bus it, I'm tired of freezing my ass 
off.” That was just one of the 
comments to an opinion poll on 
getting bus shelters on campus. 
Over 150 students, faculty, and 
staff responded to the poll. in- 
dicating their support for the rapid 
construction of a bus shelter 
facility. Considering that each ver- 
son had to put out the effort of fill- 
ing-out the poll, clipping it from 
the Hornet, and putting it in the 
nearest deposit box, 150 is quite a 
significant amount of support 
Another student commented: “I 
just got drenched yesterday, and it 
is Certainly enough to discourage 
bus riders.” “This facility should be 
an immediate prionty”, exclaimed 
another. “We need it now, not ina 
year or two,” was another demand. 

Well, all you concerned com- 
muters, you may see a shelter cn 
this campus yet, but who knows 
when? Last Monday, the Student 


Senate’s bus shelter plan was 
proposed at the University 
Transportation Task Force 


Meeting, chaired by Dr. John Cox, 
Dean of Campus Facilities. The 
plan calls for a gazebo-style struc- 
ture that can seat 25 people. The 
proposal came at an opportune

time, because also under con- 
sideration was a plan to relocate 
the bus service, creating a major 
terminus across from the Union 
Building, and retaining the one ex- 
isting at the front of the campus. 
The Task Force recommended this 
proposal to the Campus Planning 
Committee. Along with — this 
proposal, consideration was given 
to bus shelter facilities, where there 
was a consensus that the Student 
Senate's proposal was a desirable 
design. 

But here’s the caich. Although 
the need is recognized for no sure 
way of getting money to build it 
The Board of Trustees have a pool 
set aside to be used for things like 
building shelters, but the specific 
guidelines for use of that money 
won't be set for a month or so, ex- 
plained Cox. A_ representative 
from Regional Transit stated that 
RT may be able to fund up to 85 
percent of the facility. Dr. Cox 
stated that both sources will be 
investigated more deeply, and that 
it may be effective tolobby with the 
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Board of Trustees. Dr. Cox did 
claim that this bus shelter proposal 
would become the priority for the 
Task Force, which next meets in 
two weeks 


Until it is certain where funding 
will come from, however, the bus 
shelter plan will remain on the 
drawing boards. Meanwhile, 
prepare to continue getting soaked 


out there 

For all of you who would like 
more information and a chance to 
express your views, Dr. Cox will be 
present at the next meeting of the 
Student Senate. The meeting is 
scheduled for Thursday, Feb. 28 at 
3 p.m. in the Ribera Room. | urge 
all of you to attend who feel, as one 
student put it, “I'm tired of getting 
cold and soaken wet.” 


Dravis’ interview was the 
longest. 

By radicalizing, Dravis said. “I 
don’t mean we're going to come out 
advocating the burning of the local 
ROTC office.” 

With only Kim Huggett absent, 
leaving five BOP members, on the 
first ballot, a secret ballot, the vote 
was three for Dravis and one each 
tor two of the other applicants, a 
clear majority, 

Something was in the air about 
the Hornet office, yesterday after 
the announcement of the BOP’s 
decision, that the recommendation 
might be challenged at tomorrow's 
Senate session at which the Board 
will ask for Dravis’ approval. The 
person who might make the 
challenge evidently felt the way in 
which the BOP made its decision 
was faulty 

Upon hearing of his selection, 
Dravis cried. “Okay all you people, 
let's go burn down the ROTC!”

Moretti Endorses Proposition 1 


The leader of the fight against 
the original Proposition 1, Assem- 
bly Speaker Bob Moretti, today 
announced his endorsement of the 
1974 Proposition 1, 


The current Proposition | 
appearing on the June 4, 1974 
ballot authorizes a $250 million 
bond issue for the acquisition and 
development of state and locai 
parks. 

“Only four months ago | was 
calling on everyone in the state to 
vote against Proposition 1,” 
Moretti said in reference to the tax 


limitation initiative. “This time | 
am pleased to be in favor of an is- 
sue that will benefit ail Califor- 
mans. | hope my early and 
outspoken endorsement of the 
Proposition | will help eliminate 
any confusion on the part of the 
voters.” 

“California has a continuing 
need for the parks, beaches, his- 
torical sites and fish and wildlife 
preserves that this bond issue will 
provide. Our state and national 
parks are already so crowded that 
people have to be turned away at 
the gates. 


“Our cities can be vastly im- 
proved by the patches of green that 
vest-pocket parks can provide. 
There are many important 
segments of our proud historical 
heritage that should be preserved. 


“The Proposition | bond issue— 
uniquely provides a combination 
of funding for local and state 
governments in these important 
areas. Local governments would be 
granted $90 million for the ac- 
quisition or development of parks 
and recreation areas, beaches or 
historical units.” 


The State Park System would 
be authorized $90 million for ac- 
quisition, $45 million for general 
development, and $15 million for 
historical development. The 
Wildlife Conservation Board 
would be granted $10 million to ac- 
quire or develop property for fish 
and wildlife conservation. 


“If we delay; we may lost 
valuable sites to developers and 
private interests. And while we 
wait, the costs will rise on 
everything: land, materials and 
labor,” Moretti said.

Declaring, “We will be moving 
aggressively in the next few weeks 
to meet our goal,” Emanual Gale, 
president of the United Professors 
of California (UPC) Local 1593 at 
CSUS that his 
organization needs only 25 more 
members to have more than SO per 
cent of the campus faculty as 
members of UPC 


announced 


The UPC, whese membership 
has been skvrocketing for the past 
two years. has been active recently 
in issues involving the rights and 
priviledges of instructors, students, 
and those of minorities and 
women. 


The organization claims to be 
the largest umon of professors in 
the United States and 1s affiliated 
with the United Federation of 
Teachers, AFL-CIO. This, ac- 
cording to Gale, along with the 
growing size of the UPC on cam- 
pus, will make their group “very 
effective in collective bargaining.” 


Although Governor Reagan 
vetoed a bill last vear that would 
have made provision for collective 
bargaining in the state university 
system, Gale feels obtaining a 
membership in the UPC of more

interesting success story. Sac- 
ramento State University has 


something to be proud of? If you 
asked our Reigstrar, Mr. Jack 
Rooney. he'd say yes. Those of you 
who aren't acquainted with other 
registration systems around and 
are currently wallowing in 
unvented criticism for injustices 
done by this semester's registration 
will find this enlightening. 


It seems California State 
University at Sacramento has a 
registration system that’s a clean 
machine. The Computer Assisted 
Registration (CAR) started here 2 
years ago this spring has proven so 
far to be the nearest to a model 
program for the state university 
system, possibly even the U.C. 
system, by the Chancellor’s 
initiative it is being presently 
copied by the Hayward, Long 
Beach, and Fullerton campuses 
with plans for an_ eventual 
changeover for all the state univer- 
sities. 


After a Sac State task force 
looked over the registration 
systems of 25 campuses it decided 
that the Umifersity of Tennessee 
program would best fit the Sac- 
ramento State situation. It is 
designed to be a simple and flexible 
system for the student which 
translated, means such things as

fewer ironclad deadlines and ad- 
signatures. It has enabled 
most students, about 90 percent. to 
get those courses they requested 
without the traditional waiting 
lines.

Perhaps the biggest boon ts the 
ease with which those less mature 
students, not sure of those courses 
they want to take until they have 
been to class a few times, can alter 
their programs 
handle the problems arising from 
people altering their schedules late 
in the semester complained that it 
was too easy to make changes. The 
result is the current one month 
limit for adding and dropping 
courses.

tion of grievances is Executive 
Order 180 issued by the 
chancellors office. This order. 


claims Gale, makes it nearly im- 
possible for an individual to 
successfully bring =. grievances 
before the president of the school 


In the past, individuals could go 
before a grievance panel made up 
of three members of the faculty. 
This pane! would then submit their 
recommendations to the president 
“The president.” said Gale, “is sup- 
posed to accept the recommen- 
dations of the panel, unless there 
were compelling reasons why he 
should not.” 


According to Gale, however, it 
has not been their experience with 
President Bond to have him accept 


any of the panel's recommen-

As a result, he continued. one 
might wish to have an advocate 
such as an attorney present during 
a presentation before the panel 
Due to Executive Order 10, 
however, if a person wants to have 


an advocate, then he must go 


before a completely different

This system requires the 


presence of a special hearing officer 
and the hearing becomes what Gale 
called a “quasi-judiciary process 
which is very expensive.” 


There is currently a proposal 
before the chancellor's office to 
change the grievance procedure. 
but the UPC opposes it. The new 
proposal involves the es- 
tablishment of finalized arbitration 
which the UPC feels does not 
provide for “adequate due 
process.” 


The proposal, continued Gale, 
“does not provide for proper jus- 
tice because it leaves the majority 
of the power in the hands of the 
president of the school.”

Gale explained, however, that

Closely related to the problem 
of tenure. is the “60.40 Rule”. This 


is a rule established by an 
agreement between the 
chancellor's office and the 


Department of Finance allowing 
only 60 per cent of the professors to 
be accorded the rank of full profes- 
sors, while 40 per cent must remain 
as assistant professors 


Gale feels this is contrary to the 
chancellor's own position that 
professors should be allowed to ad- 
vanee on their merit alone. Under 
this rule, that would be nearly im- 
possible. 


Recognizing the contradiction 
created by the rule, the Board of 
Trustees withdrew their opposition 
last year to Assembly Concurrent 
Resolution 70, introduced by the 
UPC. The resolution, which has 
passed the assembly and is ex- 
pected to pass the senate, requires 
no signature from the governor 
and will probably kill the “60-40 
Rule”

“Perhaps Mahatma Ghandi will 
be seen as the historical savior of 
the 20th century...if there is a 21st 
century.” Ira Sandperl, quoting 
some favorite lines by Arnold 
Toynbee, used them to illustrate 
much of his philosophy. That 
philosophy, indeed a lifestyle, is 
non-violent resistance to war, and 
non-violent advocation of social 
change 

Ira Sandper! was at CSUS last 
week, talking about his lifestyle 
and the influence that Ghandi had 
on him. As one journalist, Judy 
Ronningen, put it, “Lra Sandperi 
was a well-heeled Stanford student 
when he was stopped tn front of a 
bookstore window bya picture ofa 
skinny brown man in a loincloth, 
sitting at a spinning wheel. He had 
no money with him but asked the 
bookstore clerk if he could take the 
bock home and return with the 
money the next day. The clerk 
replied that anyone interested in 
that book was probably not 
dishonest. He gave it to Sandperl.” 

“Ghandi, the rat!” Sandperl 
would say, much later. “He ruined 
my life!’ This expression seems 
characteristic of Sandperl, who has 
salt and pepper hair and beard 
which combine to given the 
appearance of lichen on a rock. 
Sandperl’s eyes are his betrayal, 
however, and are warm and brown, 
but more than that, honest and 
human. He seems to have nothing 
to do with what most people seem 
to feel comprises a revolutionary. 

His conversation is not fraught 
with the phrases and synonyms of 
the day. nor is he wild-eyed and 
angry. Rather than exhort those 
who listen to follow, he explains 
and talks about what he has given 
his life to: resisting war, and teach- 
ing and living non-violence.“ We've 
got to stop armies,” he says. “They 
are the armies of the poor, who 
fight and kill each others all over 
the world. How we change that 
structure and how we really change 





ourselves and our institutions is 
what will change the fact that those 
poor young men are the ones 
whose backs we're living off of.” 
Ghandi, his work and _ his 
philosophies, are what Sandperl 
uses to support and illustrate many 
of his similar notions. “Ghandi un- 
did the British Empires.” He undid 
it by radical non violence. An in- 
diann word, Sacha Graha (which is 
not spelled correctly, but is close to 
pronunciation), “that force which 
is born of truth, love and non- 
violence,” —s exhibits ==Ghandi’s 
philosophy. It is not a passive way, 
but a real resistance to violence. 
Sandper! explained, “When you 
sit back, you become part of the 
violence. Passivity is a species — 
the worst kind of non-violence. it is 
more undermining than physical 
violence.” Sandperl believes that 
people have to begin to understand 
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tra Sandpert talking shout Ghand!’s infivence. 










each other and accept each other. 
To him it hinges on love: “I have 
never met anyone who didn't want 
to love and be loved — everything 
else seemed secondary.” He uses 
this example when talking of those 
in prison, who, while not wanting 
to be violent, are forced by their 
fear of the crowd which is com- 
posed of afraid people, to be car- 
ried along. He extrapoiates to 
society “We're all so passive, 
we'll do anything anyone tells us to 
do.” 


“Don't be dominated by fear...” 
Sandperl says that this is difficult, 
and that he has been afraid many 
times, but “it’s an aggressiveness 
we need to fight against fear. Jesus 
and Ghand: did not accept the 
status quo. Violence confirms 
violence.” 


“There is a real community of 
yearning all over the world...” says 
Sandperl, and he adds that it is 
only our fear ‘hat brings us to an 
acceptance of it our willingness 
to give in to save ourselves. This is 
where the violence comes in. He 
relates an anecdote about Ghandi, 
who had a bomb thrown at his car, 
and then got out and walked so 
that “his assassin would have a 
better shot at him and not other 
people.” Ghandi was fearless, but it 
was because he did not accept it 
“Ghandi was in love” with 
living...not that he didn’t get down 
or discouraged — he was a fairly 
normal person.” 


This, it seems to Sandperl, is the 
crux of the whole issue — to keep 
trying and fighting against fears. 
“There is a joy to life that people 
have to find again — violence is the
